PAVING OF VINE 
AVENUE 


ORDERED BY SUPERVISORS. 


Following a determined fight by prop­ 
erty-holders, lusting over a period of 
nearly a year, for the paving of Vine 
avenue on Valencia Heights, the board 
of supervisors on Monday last ordered 
the construction of the mucadam boule­ 
vard. 


The motion was made by Supervisor 
Hamilton, who has consistently oppos­ 
ed the paving of this street, on account 
of the vigorous protest which has been 
made by many f f the ranchers who 
were within the boundaries of the dis­ 
trict as originally outlined. The dis­ 
trict as now formed comprises less than 
one-half the territory of the original 
lines and it is stated that the majority 
of the protestants have been eliminat­ 
ed. 


Work on the road is expected to com' 
mence at an early date. It is estimated 
that the cost will bo about $00 per acre 
r,n all improved land within the district 
as now formed. This does not. include 
any charge for interest on the bonds. 


. The Los Angeles newspapers said yes­ 
terday that there were 70,000 people in 
tho preparedness parade that marched 
through the principal streets of that 
city Wednesday afternoon. 
Porhnps 
that number can be cut in hnlf, for it's 
iv fnct that 35,000 people marching take 
up uii awful lot of room. But it sure 
was a success, from every standpoint. 


If there wore 70,000 people in the 
parade, or half that, there surely were 
300,000 pooplo who lined tho sidewalks, 
who weighted down the balconies anil 
fire-escape, 
and who framed themselves 
in tho windows of story after story of 
the buildings on Brondwny, Spring and 
Main, To the writer, who marched in 
the first division, the wonderful crowd 
was the most inspiring thing about the 
whole affair. 
Perhaps it did not occur 
to anyone else, but the parade was to 
the writer's mind a secondary thing in 
importance to that jam of colorful hu­ 
manity. Tho muss of people was en­ 
tirely solid for a distance of over two 
miles in the center of the city. The 
crowd was an extremely demonstrative 


one, 
cheering almost continuously, and 
waving (lags. When thousands of peo­ 
ple wave flags, it certainly is nn in­ 
spiring, beautiful, patriotic 
spectacle. 
The whole city seemed to be weaving 
back and forward with red, white, and 
blue. 


When the National Oimi'd'contingent, 
in the first division, swung into Broad­ 
way, headed by the Seventh Regiment 
band of .Pomona, tho crowd caught its

store girls, and for the brave display 
made by fraternal societies, but it was 
for the boys off the cruiser Colorado, 
and from the torpedo boat flotilla and 
tho National Guard of California that 
the crowd really burst into patriotic 
flame.

Thi) liquor truffle has a strong grip 
upon this nation. It always has hud its 
evil clutches upon our country. 
More­ 
over, it has many strong and 
influen­ 
tial supporters who urn not themselves 
intemperate. 
This class 
of 
men, 
un­ 
doubtedly 
in 
their 
convictions, 
keep 
tho pornicious iniquity in our country. 
Why do they believe as they do? 
Why 
uro they HO strongly opposed to any at­ 
tempt to control the manufacture 
and 
Httle of intoxicating liquors! 


These people believe that the trnfnc. 
is a constitutional right, that any meas­ 
ure preventing 
the consumption of li­ 
quor is tin infringement upon American 
personal 
liberty. 
Therefore

very antagonistic

savoring of a curtailment of that tra­ 
ditional right. 
Many of them, indeed 
most of those who have the liquor hab­ 
it, recognize the weight of moral argu­ 
ment of temperance, and even that of 
prohibition. 
They admit that drink is 
the chief soul-wrecker id' all the devil's 
agencies. 
They wish that it might be 
forever 
destroyed; 
but, 
curiously 
enough, they 
will 
not consent 
to any 
laws against it. 


Morul right grunted, let tin determine 
by precedent and from our basic code 
of law what legal right our 
congress 
has 
to 
control 
or 
abolish 
the 
liquor 
tmflic. 
" A b o l i s h " can be 
understood 
to be comprised within the meaning of 
'the word " c o n t r o l , " for control to the

straiiglc-hold 
upon the American people. 
Nevertheless, our far-sighted and clear- 
minded 
ancestor-statesmen 
forsaw 
the 
effects which such uu evil might Inter 
have upon this nation. 
Therefore they 
included 
in the constitution 
measures 
which show plainly that they 
believed 
in the power of congress to control the 
liquor traffic and similar evils. I refer 
to article 1, section 8, clause 1, which 
reads: 
" T h e congress shall have pow­ 
er to lay and collect taxes, duties, im­ 
posts, and excises 
. . . . 
and provide 
for the general welfare of the 
United 
S t a t e s . " 
Then 
follows 
the 
elastic 
clause ( 1 8 ) : "Congress shall have pow­ 
er t't make all the laws which shall be 
proper and necessary for carrying into 
execution the foregoing power, 
. . . " 
Furthermore, nowhere does the consti­ 
tution 
expressly 
forbid 
the 
United 
States to control or abolish the liquor 
traffic. 


On the contrary, there is exceedingly 
strong precedent, 
and 
a similar 
past 
case to [trove that our government, has 
this right. 
I refer to the slavery ques­ 
tion, now firmly and decisively 
settled 
in favor 
of 
abolition. 
Ts it

Many deceptive advertisers have been put. out of business and many 
others have mended their ways. 


,There are today about forty other "vigilance committees" of local 
advertising clubs, all doing something to induce advertisers to use 
better methods and more truth in their'advertising. 
Today in the 
financial field some of the best mediums are so critical as to bar en­ 
terprises that are apparently perfectly legitimate, because in the judg­ 
ment of the financial editors, they are not based upon reasonable pro­ 
babilities, or because their method might prove inadequate for the 
protection of their stockholders or investors in times of panic or ser­ 
ious financial disturbance. 


However, the most potent cause operating to drive the objection­ 
able advertisers off of the pages of magazines and newspapers is the 
dawning consciousness in the minds of shrewd advertisers that it docs 
not pay to attempt to fool the people. 
The millennium is not yet in 
sight, in the matter of honest advertising, but we are sensible of the 
fact that there has been a long step taken in the direction of that 
millennium. 


NATIONAL SUFFRAGE FOR WOMEN. 


"Whether we are by conviction of the elect or temperamentally 
"anti," we are settling down, boy and man. to a very solid interest 
in the "woman question." It has very evidently come to stay, and 
though we may be disgusted at the idea of our mothers and sisters 
walking in parude, we do not discard sweetheart when she talks 
politics and we are becoming genuinely enthusiastic over our college 
girls. 
With women already voting in many states, and the prospects 
of suffrage in others, lite patient American man has ceased to jeer 
and has taken surreptiously to reading. 
In Kurope during the terrible 
stress of the present war, women have proved that in one night they 
can shed their butterfly wings and grapple with intelligence, and 
force, problems which .;ven men would hesitate to undertake in peace­ 
ful times. 
Only by the granting of national suffrage, can the "woman 
question" be eliminated from polities, and we believe it is to the in­ 
terest of the republic to see that this is done and done speedily.

Henry Watterson's Debut as a Parlia­ 
mentary Lawmaker. 


In Henry 
Watterson's "History of 
the Manhattan Club" the author tells 
of his experience as temporary chair- 
lijHII of (lie Iteiuocrutic national con­ 
vention of 1S7G: 


"The 
night 
before the assembling 
Mr. 
Tildcn'H two or three 
leading 
friends on the committee came to tun 
and said, 'We can elect you chnirrnan 
qver Cox, but no one else.' ^demurred 
at once. 'I don't know one rule of par­ 
liamentary law from another,' I said. 
'We will have the best parliamentarian 
on the continent right by you all the 
time,' they said. 'I can't see to recog­ 
nize a man on the floor of tho conven­ 
tion,' I said. 'We'll have a dozen men 
to see for you," they replied. So it wift 
arranged, and thus at tho last moment 
I was chosen. 


"I had barely time to wrlfe tho re­ 
quired 
'keynote' speech, but not to 
commit it to memory, nor sight to read 
It'even had I been willing to ndopt 
that mode of delivery. It w.ould never 
do in such a matter to trust to extem­ 
porization. A friend, Colonel Stoddard 
Johnston, who wus familiar with my 
rough penmanship, came to the rescue 
Concealing my manuscript behind his 
hat, he lined the words out to me be­ 
tween the cheering. I having mastered 
u few opening sentences. 


"Luck was with me. It went with 'i 
bang—not 
wholly 
without 
detection, 
however. 
The Indianlans, devoted to 
Hendricks, were very wroth. 
'See that 
fut man behind the hat telling him 
what to say,' said one to Ids neighbor, 
who answered, 'Yes, and wrote It for 
him, too, I'll be bound.' 
"One might as well attempt to drive 
six horses by proxy as preside over a 
national convention by hearsay. I lost 
my parliamentarian at once. I Just 
mnde my t>nrllamcntary law as WL« 
went along. 
Never before nor since 
did any deliberate body proceed under 
manual so startling and original. Hut 
J delivered each ruling with n reso­ 
nance—It were better called an impu 
deuce—which had an air of authority. 


"There was a good deal of quiet 
laughing on the door among the know­ 
ing ones—though I knew the mass were 
as ignorant as I was myself—and, real­ 
izing that I meant to be just and was 
expediting 
business, the convention 
soon warmed to me, and, feeling this, 
I began to bo perfectly at home. I 
never had a better day's sport In all 
my life." 


CURIOUS MARRIAGE CUSTOM. 


.The contract for the building of the 
new citrus experiment station of the 
University of California nt Riverside 
was let to the Crcsmcr 
Contracting 
Company of California on Tuesday, 
whose bid was $119,500. 


The present 
experiment 
station at 
Riverside has long been regarded as 
inadequate to the needs of the compre­ 
hensive work undertaken by the Uni­ 
versity of California. The old site and 
buildings nt tho foot of Mt. Rubidotix 
will be abandoned upon the completion 
of the new station. The present experi­ 
mental station has but a few acres of 
ground, while the new site embraces 
an entire section of fertile land. 


The •fand on which the new building 
will fie erected lies just outside of the 
city limits of Riverside and to the east 
on what is known as the old Box 
Springs road, now a part of the state 
highway system, and was acquired in 
several purchases several years ago. 


The plans call for three main build­ 
ings, residences, barns, shops, garages, 
greenhouses, and efficient 
propagating 
plants. One of the main buildings will 
contain a considerable library, the of­ 
fices, index system and other necessary 
office fixtures, and will be joined to the 
other buildings by beautiful 
arcades. 
The entire group of buildings have been 
planned to harmonize. 
The buildings 
will be substantial, the wall being built 
of hollow tiling. 
The interior equip­ 
ment will be the most modern that san 
be procured. 


The new station will contain facili­ 
ties for research into the jdant life of 
this state and will prove of inestimable 
value to the residents of the south­ 
land. 
Work nf construction 
will'be 
started n't once, and pushed to comple­ 
tion before the first of the coining year.

naries concluded, tho marriage takes 
place. 
Tho bridegroom gives a feast, 
to which ho and his family and the 
bride and hor family all come. On 
tho day after tho feast the bridegroom 
shows his appreciation of his wife by 
powdering her head 
unci 
shoulders 
with tlno clay, and once moro there is 
a procession through tho streets of the 
village.

Navel Best Orange 


In the World 


" T h e navel orange is the best orange 
i n t h e w o r l d , " said Dr. H e r b e r t J . Web­ 
ber, dean of t h e state experimental sta­ 
tion at Riverside. H e made t h i s state­ 
m e n t a t an address delivered before a 
j o i n t meeting of t h e Covina F a r m e r s ' 
Club a n d the Pomological Club of Clare­ 
m o n t " a n d 
Pomona, held in Ganeshn 
p a r k , S a t u r d a y of l a s t ' w e e k . 


H e said in p a r t : 
" I t i s t h e 
navel 
orange 
t h a t 
has 
m a d e 
our citrus industry 
its 
reputa­ 
t i o n , " he continued. " I n 
spite of the 
f a c t t h a t i t has a w e a k m a r k e t , i t is 
t h e Teal orange of the ijountry. 


" T h e r e a r e m a n y people t o d a y who 
a r e c u t t i n g out their navels and bud­ 
d i n g t h e m t o other varieties, such as 
t h e Valencia. 
M a n y are grubbing out 
t h e trees a n d 
p u t t i n g in , walnuts or 
lemons. As a disinterested p a r t y , while 
all this i s going on, I think 
t h a t I 
should b e s e t t i n g out a grove of na­ 
vels. I sould plant navels for t w o rea­ 
sons. The navel is in competition w i t h 
little other t h a n the apple, d u r i n g t h e 
•winter m o n t h s , a n d good apples t o d a y 
cost about t h e same as oranges. 
Sup­ 
posing we should have a short crop of 
n a v e l s — w h a t t h e n ? I t h i n k I ' d r a t h e r 
hold t h e sack on navels. 
• 


" I 
should b e cautious about 
grub­ 
b i n g out orange's t o p l a n t lemons, be­ 
cause there is a big acreage of young 
lemon t r e e s coming on i n other p a r t s 
of t h e s t a t e . I should judge t h a t 
the 
b e a r i n g lemon acreage will be doubled 
w i t h i n t h r e e years, on account of young 
stock t h a t will come i n t o b e a r i n g . 


" W h a t , we need to do i n this country 
is t o weed out t h e poor trees and im­ 
prove our citrus varieties b y 
selecting 
b e t t e r 
stock. 
Today we are 
growing 
imported fruits 
entirely w i t h the 
ex­ 
ception of t h e E u r e k a lemon. I f there 
is a n y one t h i n g we need t o do most of 
all it is to develop a d a p t a b i l i t y in grow- ; 
i n g fruit. 
1 


" I f you visit a Florida citrus grow­ 
er ho will t a k e you out in his orchard 
and show you a dozen or move 
trees 
upon which he has been experimenting. 
I t i s i n t h a t 
w a y 
t h a t 
F l o r i d a ' has 
developed so m a n y local varieties of 
fruit. 
T h e y h a v e their own stock t o 
w o r k w i t h a n d arc g e t t i n g good results 
b y p l a n t selection. 


" H e r ? in California we h a v e reach­ 
ed, t h e highest pinnacle of orange a n d 
lemon 
growing, b u t • we w a n t t o go' 
higher, a n d t o do i t we must 
breed 
b e t t e r varieties. 
W e can improve our 
b r e e d s b y choosing 
t h e 
ones 
which 
a r e a little sweeter, a little earlier or 
a little later. I a m sure t h a t we can 
m a k e our t y p e s of citrus stock 
b e t t e r 
from y e a r to year. 


" I 
d o n ' t 
like 
the 
Valencia. I t i s 
deficient in b o t h sugar and acid. I am 
n o t 
s a y i n g this t o knock 
it, b u t in 
order t o influence y o u to grow 
more 
seedlings 
a n d 
improve 
t h e 
Valencia. 


• W e aro in splendid position a s regards 
t h e avocado, a n d t h a t is because 
we 
took w h a t we h a d to work with, stud­ 
ied i t s history, selected seedlings, and 
developed new stock. T h e 
experiment­ 
ers a r e still a t work 
along t h a t 
line, 
a n d t h e longer they work t h e 
nearer 
t h e y a r e going t o approach an a d a p t e d 
type, a n d i t m a y result in the develop­ 
m e n t of a typo which will 
establish 
h e r e an i n d u s t r y t h a t m a y b e second 
t o none in t h e state. 


" H o w do you know t h a t i n your 
t e n acre grove there m a y not b e a t y p e 
of tree 
t h a t 
would result in a long- 
needed v a r i e t y if it were properly car­ 
ed for a n d 
selected f r o m t 
N o t 
long 
ago I visited a Kivcrside grove /which 
h a d seven trees in it from which all 'the 
fruit h a d been thrown away. I learned 
t h a t 
t h e fruit 
w a s badly formed 
be­ 
cause it developed from wrongly-chosen 
bud-wood. 


" W h a t wo need t o do is t o obtain 
variation in results 
from 
b u d d i n g . 
W e ' d like an earlier and l a t e r navel. 
W h y d o n ' t we select from the earliest 
and 
latest 
t y p e s 
and 
k e e p 
selecting 
u n t i l i n t w e n t y 
years 
we will 
h a v e 
•what we w a n t , 
I have no fear 
t h a t 
other states which are going i n t o citrus 
will ever drive us from t h e field. W e 
a r e too well advertised 
and 
too j>ro- 
gressive t o l a g behind t h e procession. 
T o d a y there are three kinds of oranges 
i n 
America—Florida, 
California, 
and 
Sunkist, and I ' m not sure b u t t h a t Sun- 
k i s t is t h e most popular of all. 
T h a t ' s 
w h a t advertising has done for t h e Cali­ 
fornia g r o w e r s . " 


I n 
his 
discussion of " L i f e in t h e 
S o i l , " Dr. H . ft. Reed, 
professor of 
p l a n t physiology a t t h e citrus experi­ 
m e n t station in Riverside, said in' p a r t : 
I t h a s been frequently proven 
that 
t h e legume nodules aro not 
produced 
i n t h e absence of t h e specific bacteria, 
and hence the 
fixation 
of nitrogen does 
not go on. I f the suitable bacteria are 
present in the soil, they enter into the 
i n t i m a t e association with the roots of 
t h e 
leguminous 
plants 
and 
form 
the 
characteristic nodules. 
The plants ob­ 
tain in this w a y a suitable supply' of 
nitrogenous material and the 
bacteria 
likewise a r e benefiteed b y o b t a i n i n g a 
suitable Bupply of c a r b o h y d r a t e 
from 
t h e tiagues of t h e host plant. The bac­ 


teria enter t h e fine root-hairs a n d part­ 
ly ,by migration and p a r t l y b y growth 
stands, progress into the cells of the 
outer layer of t h e root. The more viru­ 
lent strains of bacteria produce 
more 
and 
larger 
nodules 
than 
the 
weaker 
strains. I n the nodules m a n y of the 
bacteria grow in typical peculiar forms 
as a result, no doubt, of the presence 
of organic compounds peculiar to t h a t 
plant. 
F o r 
example, the 
bacteria of 
t h e alfalfa nodule when grown in pure 
cultures, are in the form of short rods 
b u t in t h e nodule t h e same v a r i e t y of 
bacteria is found in the fomrrm of X 
and Y shaped organisms. 


I t has long been known 
t h a t 
there 
are specific 
varieties of bacteria 
for 
certain legumes and that i t is useless 
t o a t t e m p t inoculntion unless one has 
the proper v a r i e t y of bacteria. Bulletin 
1S-1 of the K e n t u c k y 
experiment 
sta­ 
tion, 
recently 
published, 
divides 
the 
bacteria into six classes, based 
upon 
careful studies made at t h n t institution. 
These classes are as follows: 


1. 
Bacteria of melilotus a n d alfalfa. 
The snme organism is capable of in­ 
fecting all these plants, b u t will not in­ 
fect 
clover, 
vetch, peas, 
soja 
beans, 
cow pens or other b e a n s . 


2. 
B a c t e r i a of v e t c h 
a n d 
garden 
peas. 
The 
same 
organism will 
infect 
b o t h of these plants, b u t not cloveT, al­ 
falfa, cow peas, soja beans or common 
beans. 


3. 
Bacteria of cow peas. 
This or­ 
ganism will not infect a n y other cul­ 
t i v a t e d 
legume, although i t i s found 
on a number of n a t i v e legumes. 


4. 
B a c t e r i a of soja. 
The soja bean 
is a n a t i v e of Asia and wns a t first 
unsuccessfully cultivated in this coun­ 
t r y owing to t h e lack of suitable nod­ 
ule-forming bacterin. 
After 
introduc­ 
ing a q u a n t i t y of e a r t h and pods from 
Asia as inoculating material, the 
soja 
bean w a s grown successfully, b u t when 
it is introduced to a new district it is 
usually nccessnry to use suitable inoc­ 
ulating 
material 
because 
t h e 
soil is 
lacking in these organisms. 
So far ns 
is k n o w n the soja bean organism docs 
not grow on other legumes. 


a. 
Bacteria 6f white beans. 
So fai 
ns k n o w n t h i s organism does not grow 
on other legumes. 


fi. Bacteria of t h e clovers. 
These 
will inoculate nil clovers of the gen up 
Trifolium, b u t t h e y will not inoculate 
alfalfa, 
sweet 
clover,, 
b i t t e r 
C I O V O T , 
peas or beans. 


The necessity for the proper race of 
bacteria b r i n g s up t h e question of in­ 
oculation. 
As previously pointed 
out, 
i t i s necessary t o inoculate if the suit­ 
able "bacteria are n o t found in t h e field 
soil in which t h e seed is t o be planted. 
M a n y 
h u n d r e d s of experiments 
h a v e 
been made showing the benefits deriv­ 
ed from this k i n d of inoculation. 
The 
yield of plant or seed m a y be 
multi­ 
plied m a n y fold b y attention to this 
necessity. 
Inoculation i s m o r e neces­ 
s a r y on newly 
cleared 
land 
than in 
the older f a r m i n g districts, where the 
soils 
are 
usually 
well supplied 
with 
t h e 
different 
varieties of bacteria. 
However, in t h e 
dryer 
parts of the 
country where dust storms are of fre­ 
quent occurrence, t h e bacteria may In- 
transported 
over 
long 
distances 
and 
render 
artificial 
inoculation 
unneces-

Daroteo Linarez is dead, and Thomas 
Ouerra i s a fugitive 
from 
justice, ns 
the result of a duel with heavy revol­ 
vers in the sage-brush just outside the 
Mexican 
settlement i n Irwindnle 
Inst 
Thursday night. 
Linarez lived in the 
county 
hospital three 
days nfter 
the 
shooting, five wounds being found in 
head, 
a r m s 
and 
abdomen. 
He 
never 
wholly 
regained 
consciousness, and 
could not tell how the quarrel started. 


About 
seven 
o'clock on Thursday 
night the two Mexicans were in a small 
store in the villnge, and were seemingly 
on good t e r m s . 
They 
left 
the 
store, 
talking together, and in a few minutes 
a f t e r w a r d s the villnge was stnrtled by 
a fusilnge of shots. 
On investigating, 
Linarez w a s found lying in a pool of 
his own blood, and his companion wns 
gone. 


Constable 
Snunders of Covinn 
wns 
notified, a n d he hurried t o t h e scene, 
and 
immediately began a n investiga­ 
tion. 
The county nurse, who has been 
in daily a t t e n d a n c e upon the people of 
this village, also came to the scene, and 
gave first aid to the man. Dr. Hill was 
summoned from 
Azusa. 


I t wns a t first t h o u g h t t h a t Linarez 
had been murdered while 
defenseless, 
b u t i t a f t e r w a r d s w a s determined that 
t h e two m e n went into the sage-brush to 
settle a quarrel over a p r e t t y 
woman 
who lives in t h e village, a n d t h a t both 
men 
fired a t ench other. I t is not 
thought t h a t 
t h e 
fugitive is injured, 
however, a n d t h e police believe, that ho 
got awny to Los Angeles and is now 
hiding in t h n t city.

There are two general methods 
for 
soil inoculation. T h e first is t o obtain 
somo soil from a field in which 
t h e 
particular legume has been grown and 
found t o h a v e nodules upon t h e roots. 
The second is to use artificial cultures 
of the desired organisms, prepared 
by 
. a bacteriologist. 
Both 
methods 
h a v e 
I'their 
a d v a n t a g e s 
and 
disadvantages. 
Soil is expensive if i t has to be trans­ 
ported a n y considerable distance, b u t 
i t i s t h e surest a n d safest method of 
obtaining 
the 
desired 
organisms. I n 
soil these organisms will retain 
their 
vitality for several years after the par­ 
ticular legume has been grown. 
T h e 
artificial 
culture 
can bo transported 
long distances a t small cost and applied 
with very little labor. I t s disadvantage 
lies i n t h e fact 
t h a t 
under 
artificial 
conditions t h e b a c t e r i a lose their vital 
i t y more quickly, especially if foreign 
organisms get in, a n d thus are incapa­ 
ble of giving t h e desired results. An 
examination of al a r g e number of com­ 
mercial cultures has been made by the 
different experiment stations and 
they 
report t h a t in some cases no living nod­ 
ule bacteria could bo found. 
The ino­ 
culation b y w h a t e v e r means should be 
rnado a t t h e t i m e of sowing t h e seed, 
since i t h a s been found t h a t the bac 
teria do n o t retain their 
vitality 
for 
a n y considerable length of time on t h e 
seed. I n some cases seed dealers have 
a t t e m p t e d to inoculate the seed a t the 
warehouse for their customers b u t there 
i« no reason t o expect t h a t such seed 
would be more valuable than un-oculat 
ed seed a t t h e expiration of a week.

Calls From the Earth. 


On Sept. 30, 1804, an astronomer at 
Shore, England, was studying the sun 
through, a telescope.

onds during the ten minutes he watch­ 
ed a bird was seen to pass slowly 
through Ills field, flying in n southerly 
direction, but with the naked eye not a 
bird could be seen. 


Our ears really tell us more than our 
unaided eyes about the day fliers which 
are traveling far up In the sky. 
With 
nothing to turn them from their course 
sound waves carry surprising distances 
either up'from the earth or down to It 


Bulloonlsts tell us how clearly they 
can hear voices of people who 
are 
scarcely visible to them. 
So we may 
hear the notes of passing birds which 
are traveling at too great a height to be 
seen. 
The mellow whistles of certain 
snipe and plover tell us that they are 
passing along the birds' 'air Hue when 
It Is Impossible for us to see them. But 
If we answer we may In time see a 
black speck In the sky which responds 
to our call and Anally circles close 
overhead. 


On one occasion In Central park, New 
Vork city, I heard the flutellko call of a 
yellow leg snipe which was migrating 
high over the city. 
Perhaps he was 
calling to some companion In the sky. 
Certainly there wns nothing on the 
earth to attract him. 
But, putting my 
Angers to my Hps, I whistled a loud 
Imitation of his notes. 
Quickly he an­ 
swered. 
I whistled again and soon 
could see a black dot circling high 
above me. 
Larger and larger it grew, 
louder nnd more frequent became his 
cry, nnd within a minute, much to the 
surprise of pnssersby, the bird 
was 
flying anxiously back and forth just 
over my Waul. 
But, tumble to And the 
bird which had called to him, he soon 
mounted high In the air and continued 
Bis journey.—Frank M. Chapman In S t

As you near El Paso you catch a 
glimpse at 
Ysleta of the 
venerable 
church, now hopelessly "restored," that 
was built away back In 1082 nfter the 
Pueblo uprlslug. 
Does this sound like 
a remote date In American 
history? 
One is constantly surprised down here 
by the antiquity of the settlements. 


El Paso Is certainly no exception to 
the rule, fpr it wns given.its name in 
1508 by Jujin de Onate, one of the ear­ 
liest explorers of New Mexico, who, 
having forded the Rio Grande at.,this 
point, called it El Paso del Norte-r-the 
pass to tho north. . Fifty 
years,ilater 
the old church and mission at; Juarez 
were' built. 
But from tbnt time, until 
tho Stexican war period the site* 9$ El 
Paso itself remained a ranch belonging 
to the Ponce do Leon family. 
After 
tho American occupation It became a 
terminal 
polut on tho old 
overland 
trail from Hfc. I^ouis to San Frlinclsco, 
and tho rumbling stagecoaches brought 
life nnd glitter to the saloons and gam­ 
bling Joints of the Cnlle El Paso. 


The last half century has again vast­ 
ly changed all this, nnd the border 
town lias been completely submerged 
In the steady march of modern im­ 
provement. 


Pioneer Plaza remains the center of 
the city's activities, to be sure, 
but 
upon It, lnstend of humble adobe homes 
and tawdry shops front two groat ho­ 
tels, several largo department stares, 
which display the very latest fashions, 
nnd the "largest all concrete building 
In 
tho

GASOLINE MILEAGE. 


Motorists, who complain of the high 
price of gasoline should have a few 
harsh words to say to Old Boreas. The 
God of the Winds, as shown by tests 
conducted recently, increases the gas 


consumption fully forty per cent when 
he is at work with ordinary velocity; 
when'he is really trying, Mr. AVind un­ 
doubtedly makes his batting 
average 
much higher. 


E. E. Thbmason, president 
of 
the 
Thompson-La Casse Company at Fresno, 
kept a careful check on wind and gas­ 
oline when he made tho run from the 
Raisin City to San Francisco. The trip 
north was made on Tuesday of last week 
and the return journey on Thursday, 
and in order to learn if the wind velo­ 
city was anywhere near the same, Mr. 
Thompson inquired at the government 
weather bureau regarding conditions on 
the two days. The official report was 
that the wind speed was approximately 
the same. 


Coming up tho valley from Fresno 
the 
Thompson 
Maxwell 
touring 
car 
showed what its owner thought was a 
mighty poor gasoline average. On the 
197 mile run, nine and a half gallons 
of fluid were used. This meant that the 
carburetor took a gallon of 
gasoline 
for each 20.7 miles of the road covered. 


Going home the fuel consumption was 
so absolutely different that Thompson 
paused to inquire and finally placed the 
blame with Boreas. However, road con­ 
ditions going south from-the Bay City 
were also forced to shoulder port of the 
blame, for the " r o l l " is all in favor of 
the south-bound run. The Maxwell used 
just five gallons and one gill of gaso­ 
line.
